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A Repel Funeral Procession Arrested 
'At Baltimore, on Friday last, a funeral cor- 
tege, consisting of about twenty persons, 
mostly Southern sympathizers, though a few 
Union relatives were in the procession, wai 
arrested whilst proceeding to Grecnmount 
Cemetery to perform the obsequies orer the 
body of Captain Willi tta D. Brown, deposited 
there quietly some days ago, who was in the 
rebel army, and was killed at Gettysburg. 
Deceased was a Baltimorean. The whole cor- 
tege was brought to the Provost Marshal's 
lu.tc'quarterj and confined there, but it is be- 
lieved wiil be soon released. The offence is 
Alleged to consist in making an unnecessary 
display and giving undue importance over 
those who die in attempting to destroy our 
Union and Government. Privilege had been 
granted by Ganeral Schenck to the relatives 
of secessionists to deposit the bodies of their 
kindred in any cemetery around tho city, but 
funeral processions or displays over them were 
forbidden. The affair caused much excite- 
ment. 

Stbebt-crossings and Gbadikgs. — New 
si' .et crossings are to bo laid in Washington 
City by forming a trench across the stree'. 
•wTiere the present stone (lagging is placed, 
andepvering it with a peforated iron plate 
Pement level with tie street. While the 
plate will be strong enough to support the 
travel passing over it, it will have the advan- 
tage of a drain for water and dirt, and may 
also be turned over and the mud accumulate! 
in the trench below easily removed. The 
work has already been commenced, under the 
Superintendence of the Commissioner of the 
Public Buildings, who has suggested this im- 
proved street-crossing. The same idea might 
be advantageously adopted by our city, and, 
for the purpose of remedying our want of 
Street gra les to pass off the accumulated wa- 
ter; the iron plates might he used also to cover 
Bide gutters, which could be sunk deep enough 
to answer the purposes of drainage, while they 
Could at any time be opened for cleansing. 

The Lati Dr. L. W. Greek.— It will be 
gratifying to the friends of this distinguished 
scholar and divine to learn that active meas- 
ures are in progress to rear a suitable monu- 
ment to his memory. At a late meeting of 
the Literary Societies of Centre College, lib- 
eral appropriations were made for this pur- 
pose; and, in order that his many admirers 
might have an opportunity to "cast in of their 
abundance," a committee was appointed to 
receive subscriptions from such as favor the 
prcject.

Election of President of Liberia. — Ac- 
counts from Liberia state that the biennial 
election resulted in the choice of Hon. Daniel 
Ba.-b.iel Warner as President and liev.

M. Prest as Vice-President, the term of office 
to commence in January next. Mr. Warner is 
if unmixed African blood, born in Baltimore 
Ap 1 19, 1815, reached Liberia May 24, 1823, 
and has not since been out of the country. He 
is a man of integrity and ability, a successful 
merchant, and bus acceptably held several 
prominent public positions, among others, 
that of Secretary of State. He is now serving 
his second term as Vice-President, and was 
lately acting as President during the absence 
in Europe of Mr. Benson.

REBEL VIMW8 OF THE SITUATION. 
Krcm the Wilmington <N. C\j Journal, July H. ] 
LookiDg at the present position of things 
in all its aspects, our eye naturally fixes upon 
a few poinU whicfi seem to us the most im- 
portant;. 

First, then — Lee had to fall back behind 
the Potcmac, and may have to fall back to 
lhe line of the Rappahannock, in order that 
other menaced and most vital points may be 
:nccored. The enemy's ferocious onset on so 
many points was no doubt intended to compel 
tbis action on the part of Lee. It was neither 
weakness, det>at, disaster, nor demoralization 
on the part of Lee's army that led to its with- 
drawal Irom the enemy's country. 

Second— The army of Johnston has been 
forced to fall back from Jickson, to keep from 
being flanked on the right. Grantcannot fol- 
low him at once. The country between the 
Pearl River and the Tombigbee is thinly set- 
tled, and after one army has traversed it in re- 
Vent, another army advancing in pursuit will 
find neither food for man nor forage for beast. 
Grant has depended upon gunboats on the 
V 'zoo for his supplies since the investment of 
Vicksburg, and (lis wagon train has yet to be 
c Maine d and organized. Until that is done 
be can hardly penetrate f'urtherinto tbebotvels 
of the land. This will arrest the progress of 
nDy operations of magnitude in that section 
for seme time His line is already deeper 
than he can afford. The same will apply to 
Iti fecrans in Southeastern Tennessee. 

Third— For ties present, we suppose Burn- 
side's advance against East Tennessee i3 pist 
pentd, part of his force having gone to Meade 
End part to Grant. The movement may and 
no doubt will be resumed at no distant day. 

Fourth — The Trans-Missis3ippi District is 
dow self-sustaining in the way of ammunition 
end military stores. Cotton fin. is its way to 
Mutamora.", consigned to an English bouse, 
and army supplies find their way through the 
same channel. We don't sre that the fall of 
Vickfhnrg and Port Hudson can effect West- 
ern Louisiana, Arkansas, or Texas. They have 
always given more than they have received, 
except in the way of generals, and they com- 
plain that Ihey havenad some of taem that 
could very well have been spared. 

Filth — Charleston is attacked, and Rich- 
mend is or has been threatened by a coup de 
main. Charleston is in no immediate danger. 
The present siege is carried oi by approaches, 
which are slow, but dieadfully sure/unless 
the ecemj's work can be stormed and be 
taken. Charleston fallen, we need be at no 
loss to guess what will be the next point of 
attack, or how long the now chief centre of 
blockade running on the contiueut would re- 
main unmolested. The difficulty aboat the 
fortification of Morris Island we have ex- 
plnit ed in another article. / 

Sixth — The raiders, who can effect little in 
a military point of view, but whe ore intend- 
ed not enly to gratify the malice of the Lin- 
rolnites, but to weaken the resources of the 
South, and incline her people tt. seek for 
peace, even upon terms of submission — yes, 
uf on any terms, as indeed, one or two papers 
in tbis "State already prefigure, ihere some- 
how being always a remarkable likeness, be- 
tween their tone and the movements of th-? 
Federais as though they were, as the animal 
magnetizers used to say. en rapport. 

Thus, then, we have Lee falling back for the 
protection of his communications, and to per- 
mit the forces of the Confederacy to be direct- 
ed upon other points, and for defensive ob- 
jects. We find Grant, Rosecrans, and Burn- 
side virtually arrested for the time being, the 
trans-Mississippi district acting essentially on 
a new base, the Rio Grande, for military sup- 
plies, its food and transportation being found 
in nbundaDceat home. And, which we have 
not yet mentioned, Morgan cutting a wide 
row in the loyal States, giving them a taste of 
war sufficient to discipline them from going 
away under Lincoln's call to continue a war 
of which they are already sick. Charleston 
is vigorously defended, and will be still more 
so under the new defensive attitude just assum- 
ed, w hile we trust that the marauding parties 
oftheenemv will be vigorously arrested at 
their start. Wore they have escaped into the 
heart of the country, where they now elude 
puituit.

Greensuurg, Green Co., July SL 1803. 

To-dny was a glorious day for the people of 
Greei.sburg and the adjoining coimtry. Learc- 
iDg tbis morning that our fellow-townsman 
and neighbor, Gen. E. H. Hobson, had obtain- 
ed a leave of absence for a short period to re- 
cruit his strength, after his untiring pus iit of 
John Morgan ard bis cutthroats, and that he 
would arrive at the village this day, a meet- 
ing wes immediately called to make suitable 
airangements for his reception. Alargecrowd 
assembled, and the necessary committees were 
appointed and proceeded at once to the dis- 
charge of the duties assigned them. 

Upon the arrival of the Gtnersil he was met 
upon the public square of the town, and a 
soul- stirring speech of welcome made to him 
by Judge W. B. Allen, to which the General 
responded in his peculiar happy and pointed 
stjle. He was then conducted to the Meth- 
r.dist Church, where he was again welcomed 
by the fair daughters of Green county, who 
had assembled for that purpose. Capt. D. T. 
Towlcs addressed the large concourse of ladies 
and getillemen for an nour. peppering hot 
shot and shell into the now forlorn and God- 
forsaken "no-more-men-and-no - more-money 
party" alias the " Harney- Heady- Wicklijfe 
party. Gen. IloVson responded to this out- 
burst of bis people wi:h a grateful heart. In- 
deed it wti3 a day he will long remember, 
coming, as it did, from the hone3t promptings 
of his neighbors end friends. 

At the preliminary meeting of the citizens 
of Green to make arrangements for the recep- 
tion of ihe General, Judg» W. B. Allen was 
called lo the Chair, and Colonel W. H. Spen- 
cer appointed Secretary. The purposes of the 
meeting being stated by the Cnair, Sam'l A. 
S|>encer, Esq., introduced the following reso- 
lutions, which were unanimously adopted. 

1. Resolved, That the thanks not only of 
this community but of the whole country i3 
due and are hereby tendered to our fellow- 
citizen, General E. H. Hobson, and tho brave 
men and associates in arms with him, for their 
gallant conduct and untiring exertions in the 
defence of the Union, the Constitution, and 
preservation of the Government of our 
fathers. 

2. Resolved, That in the pursuit and cap- 
ture of the noted guerilla John Morgan and 
his band of land pirates, General Hobson and 
his associates, General Shackelford and Gen- 
eral Manson, and Colonels Wolford, Sanders, 
Jacob, and Kautz, and the officers and men 
under them, have displayed unfaltering devo- 
tion to the Union and the most untiring en- 
ergy Jand military Jskill: for which they are 
■ nulled and ought to receive the thanks and 
heartfelt congratulations of Kentucky and 
her suffering citizens, and the thanks of the 
nation at large. 

3. Resolved, That the thanks of this com- 
munity are likewise due and are cordially 
tendered to the brave and patriotic officers 
and men of the 13th Kentucky infantry, for 
the protection they have so often afforded us 
in times of danger, and for their gallant con- 
duct on every field where they have been 
called to act; and although called to face the 
cannon's mouth and bear its thunder, they 
ihey have never faltered, but through all the 
trying scenes of danger which have beset 
them, they have shown themselves Kentucs- 
iars, end worthy of the name.

Paris, July 17, 1863. 
Even as I write the telegrams are pouring 
in with the account of what General Meade 
terms, with only too good reason, one of the 
severest engagements even of this most terri- 
ble of wars. We are still groping in the dark 
through the meagre details which have yet 
reached us; but we seem to le.arn enough from 
them, coupled with the inspiring language of 
the Piesident, to hope that the worst may be 
over, that the rebels are fairlj checked in their 
OLWrttd career, and that the tide of invasion 
has broken against and been hurled back by 
Ihe gallant army which has a second time 
thtown itself in its path. 

For the moment all idea of European inter- 
vention in American affairs .ha* once more 
cMcd comt'ljtely away. The mo'ion of Mr. 
Roebuck has, you will see, been withdrawn 
from the British House of Commous, after 
having covered with ridicule both the proposer 
end his colleague, Mr. Lindsay. They areev- 
ery where laughed at as a pair of officious busy- 
bodies, and tne cutting rebuke administered 
to them by Lord Palmerston will, I trust, put 
a stop to such intrigues for the. future. There 
cannot be much doubt that the whole affair 
was an undeihand scheme to increase the 
pressure upon the British Government by the 
weight of the Emperor's name and opinions. 
The fiimness with which this external pres- 
sure, bolV. domestic and foreign, was resisted 
Ly the British Cabinet ought not to be lost 
sight of at Washington, and should do mueh 
to cor fiim a good understanding between the 
two Governments. 

The expected replv of Rus-ia to the sum- 
mons of the three Powers is still the great 
subject of European preoccupation. From 
what has reaily transpired respecting the de- 
liberation of the Council at St. Petersburg, 
there can remain little doubt that the tenor of 
the despatches from that quarter will be con- 
c liatory. It is pretty evident, too, that 
England at least i.. determined not to go the 
length of making war on Russia for the lib- 
eration of the Poles. There is a likelihood, 
for tke present, that a considerable time will 
still b~ passed in fruitless negotiations, ani tint 
the struggle in the North of Europe will mean- 
while linger on wilh the same laried success 
which has hitherto characterized it. In the 
cpinion of many peisons it will ihen either die 
out again, as it has so often done before, or 
else prove the signal for a great and general 
outburst over the whole of the old Continent. 

The heat has been very great of late in 
Paris, and has driven out of town nearly all 
our unoccupied population and foreign resi- 
dents. We are in the midst of what is called 
the dead season, when pleasure, politics, and 
even business itself, all slumber as much as 
tbey ever can do in this great centre of Euro- 
pean life and activity. The Empres3 made 
tier appearance in town the day before yes- 
terday on a melancholy occasion. The Duke 
of Hamilton, an old resident of Paris, anl 
aman much esteemed for his kindness an l 
urbaDit v. fell backwards on the sidewalk, and, 
striKitg his head violently, brought on a coa- 
gottion of the brain, of which he died afW 
three or four days' illness, at the age of fifty- 
three. He was married to the Princess Sophia, 
of Baden, a cousin of the Emperor, anl spent 
most of his time at the Imperial Court. Tne 
Empiess, w ith bcr usual kindness, came to 
Paris from St. Cloud the moment she beard 
of the death and insisted on carrying away 
bis f.fllieted widow in her own carriage.

Early next morning — Friday, the 3d — pre- 
parations were made for a general attack 
alo:»g the enemy's whole line, while a force 
was lo be concentrated against his centre, 
with a view of retaking the heights captured 
unci abandoned the day before by Wright. 
Lieut. Gen. Lor.gslreet massed a la r ge num- 
ber of long-range guns — fifty-five in number 
— upon the crest of a slight eminence jnst in 
front of Perry's and Wilcox's brigades, and a 
little to the left of the heights upon which 
they were to open. Lieut. Gen. Hill massed 
some sixty puns along the hill in front of 
Pcsey's and Mahone's brigades, anl almost 
immediately in frontof the heights. Attwelve 
o'clock the signal gun w« fired, and the can- 
nonading commenced. The fire of our guns 
was concentrated upon the enemy's !iaa on 
lhe heights, stormed on the day before by 
Wright's brigade. Our fire drew a most 
terrific one from the enemy s batterie-s, post- 
ed along the he'ghts from a point near 
Cemetery Hill to the point in their line oppo- 
site tho position of Wilcox. I have never 
vet heard such trcmendou3 artillery firing. 
The enemy must have had over one hundred 
guns, whicn, in addition to our one hundred 
end fifteen, made the air hideous with most 
discordant noise. The very earth shook be- 
neath our feet, aid the bills and rocks seemed 
lo reel like a drnnken man. For one hour 
and a half this most terrific fire wa3 continu- 
ed, duriDg which time the shrieking of shells, 
lhe crash of fallen timber, the fragments of 
lock flyiag through the air,]sbatt3red from the 
clifls by solid shot, the heavy mutterings frem 
the valley between the opposing armies, the 
splash of bui sting shrapnel, and the fierce 
neighing of wounded artillery horses, made a 
picture terribly grand and sublime, but which 
my pen utterly fails to describe. 

The eun rises, clouds obscure its brightness 
as if loth to look upon the scene to witness 
such inhumanity, but from which no people 
are exempt who ever left a history or benefit- 
ed the human race. Tte conflict began ere 
TuMal Cain first worked in brass, and will 
continue till a higher virtue than man has 
ever reached shall govern events. Soon the 
division leaves the main road — makes a de- 
tour to the right — winds over hill and through 
wood, toward the right of our line of battle. 
The morning is now wearing away — at times 
a cannon shot breaks the quiet, and a shell 
comes screaming through the air — now and 
then the skirmishers break forth, varying 
Irora the sharp, quick crack ol a single rifle, 
to perfect volle»s. Hour after hour thus past* 
es, aid the battle is not yet besun. Our 
troops Rre taking position — Ewell's is on the 
left, Hill holds the centre, and Longitreet on 
the right. Long lines of men are moving 
across yonder fields, or marching through that 
piece* of woods. Batteries of artillery occupy 
this hillock and that mound: while along the 
low range of hills just back of Ge-ttysburg, at 
intt rvals, are batteries unlimbered and ready 
for action. Toward the left a body of cavalry 
are slowly moving. It is now nearly noon — 
lhe clouds break away — the air i3 warm and 
sultry. The signal flags are waving fast inte'- 
ligence along our lines; ptcsently the shrill 
sound of a Whitworlii an ak*g the silence, , 
then batteries slowly open from this poiut and 
that. The enemy reply with vigor. The fire 
cn either side rapidly increases; dense columns 
of smoke hang over the beautiful valley, and, 
ritiog upward, slowly float away. 

* * * The order comes to advance. That 
Cog which waved amid the wild tempeet of 
battle at Gaines' Mill, Frazer's Farm, and Ma- 
nassas, nu'er rose more proudlv. Kemper, 
with as gallant men as ever trod beneath that 
flag, leads the right; Garnett, with his heroes, 
brings up the lett; and the veteran Armistead, 
with his brave troops, moves forward in sup- 
pcit. The distance is more than half a mile. 
As they advance the enemy fire with groat 
rapidity; shell and solid snot give place to 
gre.pe and canister; the very earth qutven 
beneath the heavy roar; wide gaps are made 
in litis regiment and that brigade; yet they 
quickly close up and move steadily onward. 
That flag goes dowD* See how quickly it 
again mounts npwaid, borne by some g -Slant 
man, who feels ktenly the honor of his old 
Commbuweallh, in this hour which is the test 
of her manhood. The lines moves onward, 
straight onward — cannons roaring, gripe and 
canister plunging and ploughing through 
the ranks — bullets whizzing as thick as 
hailstones in winter, and men falling 
as leaves fall, when shaken by the blasts 
of autumn. In a double-quick, and with 
a shout, which rises above the roar 
of butile, they charge. Now they pour in 
vo leys of musketry — they reach the works — 
the contest rages with intense fury — men fight 
almcst band to hand — the red cross and grid- 
iton wave defiantly in close proximity — the 
enemy aie slowly yielding — a* Federal officer 
da. lies in front of his shrinking columns, and, 
with flashing sword, urges them to stand. 
General Pickett, seeing the splendid valor of 
bis troops, moves among them as if courting 
reMh by his own daring intrepidity. Ths 
nobie Garnett is dead, Armistead wounded, 
and the brave Kemper, with hat in hand, still 
cheering on his men, falls from his horse into 
the ranks oi the enemy. His men rush for- 
ward, rescue their General, aid he is borne 
rut rtally wounaed from the field. Where is 
the gallant Williams? The 1st is there, but 
his clear voice is no longer heard — he has fat- 
It ii lifeless, ar.d there goes his horse now rider- 
less. There stand the decimated ranks 
of the 3d; and Majo, though struck, 
stands firm with his faithful men, animating 
them toyetmoredaringdeedsjbutCAllcott, the 
Christian soldier, who stood unmoved amid 
this carnival of death, has fought his last bat- 
tle; no sound shall awake him to glory again, 
till the summons of the Great Judge announc- 
ing to him the reward of the faith'ul soldier, 
w ho has fought the good fight. Patten, Otey, 
and Terry, who but amomentsince stood at 
the head of their respective regiments, are 
wounded. The brave Hunton, hero of Lees- 
burg, most worthy successor of the noble 
Garnett, Stewart, and Gant, lies wounded. 
Cerrirgton, his gallant regiment shattered, 
siands firmly, flaunting defiantlv nis colors in 
the very lace of the enemy. Alleu and Ellis 
killed. He dges, too, has fallen, and the mod- 
est, chivalrous Edmunds lies numbered with 
tne neble dead; Ayiett wounded, and Mi- 
gitider has gone down in the shock of tattle. 
1 he fight goes on — but tew are lett, and the 
shrinking columns of the enemy gain confi- 
dence from the heavy reinforcements ordered 
to their support. They, too, are moviug in 
large force on the right flank. This division, 
small at first, wilh ranire now torn anl shat- 
tered, most of its officers killed or wounded, 
no valor able to rescue victory from such a 
gmsp, annihilation or capture inevitable, 
slowly, reluctantly fell back. It was njt 
given to these few remaining brave men to 
accomplish human impossibilities. 

Washington Irving on Secessionists and 
Politics. — In the third volume of Irvings 
Life, which is just published, we find a brief 
but interesting notice of a visit which he paid, 
in 1832, to South Carolina. He says: 

"I dined at Governor Hamilton s, whom I 
had known when a young man at New York, 
and who is a perfect gentleman, but a Hotspur 
in politics. Weston (W. C.) is one of the 
leaders of the nullifiers. It is really lamenta- 
ble to see such a fine set of fellows so madly 
in the wrong." 

' When Irving took leave, Hamilton gave 
him a warm invitation to come soon and see 
him again. "Oh, yes," wa3. the playful jot 
suggestive reply, "I'll ctuie with the first 
troops'." 

Alter arriving at Washington, in the miist 
of that crisis, he says: 

_ "I hope tuch a bill may be devised and car- 
ried as wi>l satisfy the moderate part of tke 
nullifiers; but I confess I see so many ele- 
ments of sectional prejudice, hostility, and 
selfishness stirring and increasing in ac'ivitp 
ard acrimony, that I begin to doubt strongly 
of the long existence of the Union." 

In 1831 the Jackson party would have 
named him for Congress, but he says: 

"The more I see of political li e here th» 
more I am disgusted with it. There is sucl 
dirty tricks mingled with the rough and tum- 
ble contest; I want no part cr n :rcel in such 
warfare!." 

In 1838: "I value my peace- of mind too 
highly to suffer myself to be drawn into the 
vortex of New York politic?; which, not lo 
speak profanely, is a perfect Hell-gate.

ISrecial Despatch to the Louisville Journal.; 

Cincinnati, August 5. 
A despatch from Vicksburg of the 30th says: 
In the late advance upon Jackson letters were 
captured confirming the treason of James 
Buchanan. Letters from Davis to Buchanan 
in copy, and the replies of the old public 
functionary, confirm Goneral Scott's accusa- 
tions. 

The rebel M9j. Gen. Bowen died of dysen- 
tery a few days ago. 

In the late movement upon Jackson Sher- 
man lost, in killed and wounded, near 1,000 
men. The army is now undergoing a thor- 
ough renovation. No movements of impor- 
tance are on the tapis, as far as I can learn. 

The division under Gen. Heron, at Natchez, 
has destroyed immense supplies of Confeder- 
ate stores. Cattle driven from Texas and salt 
from Louisiana, intended for Lee's army, in 
great numbers and quantity, have been cap- 
tured. The rebellion west of the Mississippi 
is dead, except in Aikansas, and Gen. Steele 
wiil manage that presently. 

Army of the Potomac, August 3. 

The affair at Beverly Ford yesterday was of 
less consequence than reported. Buford's cav- 
alry were directed to cross the river and scout 
toward the enemy's lines, and watch their op- 
erations. They were met at the ford by a 
lcrge >Jbdy of rebels, bat succeeded in effect- 
ing a crossing. It was no part of the inten- 
tion to bring on n general engagement, there- 
fore they withdrew when they found the ene- 
my in force. 

There is no prospect of a general engage- 
ment soon. Lee hps settled down on the line of 
the Rapid Ann, and will await Meade's move- 
ment. It is terribly hot throughout the region 
occupied by our army, but the location is more 
preferable for a summer camp than in the vi- 
cinity of Fredericksburg. Water isabundant 
and of excellent quality. 

Gen. Berney proposes opening the celebra- 
ted Virginia water place, Warrenton Sul- 
phur Springs, for the summer season. Two 
years ago thousands visited; there now the 
Spring is in ruins and deserted. 

The hcslth ot the army is good and in fine 
cpi; its. Conscripts are beginning to arrive. 

Washington, August 4. 

The Star of this evening states that Lee's 
army is again in rapid retreat toward Kich- 
ttond, which they will continue, atleastuntil 
putting the Rapid Ann between themselves 
and Meade's veterans. 

The fact that Lee, with his headquarters at 
Stevensburg, seven miles east ot Culpepper 
Courthouse, and with a considerable force of 
infantry at the Courthouse, permitted Buford 
to rest on Saturday night at Brady Station, 
five miles from Stevensburg and five miles 
from the Courthouse after the fight of that 
day, proves Lee's determination not to risk a 
general engagement in that immediate vicin- 
ity. 

Had he been willing to risk it, by permit- 
ting the bulk of Meade's army to get into po- 
sition between li i 3 army and Fredericksburg, 
he would surely have essayed an attack on 
Buford's position by daylight on Sunday 
morning last, which he did not do. From 
Stevensburg to Brady Station the country is 
capitally suited tor operations according to 
this particular style of tactics, to which the 
rebels always resort when they can. It was a 
circumstance of which Lee would gladly have 
availed himself, if he dared venture to do so. 

A later edition of the same journal mentions 
rumors of an engagement near Warrenton, 
tut nothing confirmatory has yet been re- 
ceived. 

The Richmond Enquirer of Saturday, 1st 
inst , says that L:e's army is massed at Cul- 
pepper, and that Lo ngstreet has advanced in 
the direction of Fredericksburg, and a por- 
tion of his force had occupied the heights of 
Fredericksburg. 

The Enquirer admits the fact that the Mis- 
sissippi army in large numbers are deserting 
the a; my of General Johnston, and says that 
such a state of feeling, is greatly deprecated, 
and regre-t3 especially to see it prevailing in 
Mississippi, the home of the President. 

Washington, August 4. 

Gen. Stoneme.n has been placed at the head 
of the cavalry bureau in the War. Department 
and Gen. Plcnsanton succeeds him in command 
of lhe cavalry corps of the Army. of the Po- 
tomac. He has been for some time in actual 
command, Gen. Stone man having been absent 
on sick leave since some time before the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg. 

There is general rejoicing here over the glo- 
rious triumph of the Union party in Ken- 
tucky—a triumph fully justifying the predic- 
tions of Kentucky loyalists, made immedi- 
ately after the Louisville Union Convention. 
Particular gratification is expressed at the 
choice of Brutus J. Clay as Crittenden's suc- 
cessor, and Gen. Green Clay Smith, in the 
Covington and Newport District, over the late 
member, Menzies. 

The draft is progressing rapidly and with 
universal gcod feeling here. A large crowd 
eunounds the drafting offices all the time 1 , 
and the utmost jollity prevails. Among those 
drafted are Deputy Commissioner McPnerson, 
of the Iuternal Revenue Bureau; John G.

cemmeut. ' None of taem, however, have 
been heaid to complain of the fact that ne- 
groes are honored by being admitted to share 
with them the perilsof the draft. Among the 
drafted men yesterday there were five hun- 
dred, and five more negroes had been drafted 
tc-day up to 2 o'clock. 

The numbers captured at Vicksburg expe- 
rience a slight shrinking under official figure3. 
The Commander-General of prisoners give3 
the i umber turned over to him, to be entered 
on the exchange books, at only 23,000, of 
whom 2,000 are officers. 

Paymasters are now on thair way to the 
several armies to pay off the troops. All re- 
quisitions made on the Treasury Deparment 
by the Paymaster General up to the first of 
July have becu filled. 

Rebel guerillas penetrated to within seven 
miles of Alexandria last night, and stole 100 
males; fcOof them were recaptured to-day. 

Another exchange of enlisted men is to take 
place in a few days. No arrangement for the 
exchange of offictrs is yet made. 

Cincinnati, August 5. 

The Gazette's Columbus despatch say3 that 
conridcrable excitement prevailed thers yes- 
terday afternoon over the tearing down, by 
an invalid soldier, of a flag on which was iu- 
scribed the names of Vallaudigbam and Pugh. 

The coppctheads commenced gathering, and 
swore vengeance on tho author of the act. 
Another .invalid soldier crowd was badly 
beaten for approving the act. All soldiers in 
the city were arrested and put in the guard 
hoilse lo prevent further disturbance. 

In the evening a crowd assembled before 
the door of th: store, where the flag was 
huDg. After parading the streets, the crowd 
wei.t back to the store and presented the 
owner with a new flag, which will lie hung 
out again to-day.

New Vork, Augu3t 5. 

The steamer Northern Light from Aspiu- 
wall, 28'h ult., arrived this morning. 

The Ilera'd's Washington despatch says 
the official report of Grant's operations at 
Vicksburg reached here on 'Thursday last. 

Ii is said to be one of the most interesting 
»f ports ever made to the headquarters of the 
army. A copy was immediately prepared for 
publication in order to gratify public anxiety 
for de'ails of the splendid achievements which 
contributed so largely in giving to ihe couairy 
once more free navigation of the Mississippi. 

This publication was, however, suppressed, 
on the ground Ibat such documents should 
first appear in the Army and Navy Office Ga- 
zette, the last number ot which, issued to-day, 
does not contain the report. 

A Charleston letter of lhe 31st say3 the last 
day of July passes away with everything 
promising success, though perhaps not as soon 
tt Surae m.iy wi.-h. Ail things are working 
well. We know anxiety is felt in Charleston 
for the safety of lhe city. 

Last week there were hanging from the 
pi.rape-t3of Sumpter as protection to the walls, 
lines of cotton bales. 

It told us plainly that 15-inch shot were 
equal to its destruction, but the cotton bales 
were soon set on fire by their own guns, and 
they weie obliged to tako them down, and 
are now piled into scorched heaps behiud the 
fort. 

Everything betokens a fearfulness on the 
part ol the rebels here, which is very encour- 
aging to U3. 

The World's Washington despatch contains 
the following:

Yesterday a reconnoitering force 
noder Stuart crossed the river, and attacked 
some of our forces at Warrenton. 

Tbey were driven back, after slight skir- 
mishing, without obtaining the object of their 
visit. To-day all is quiet. None of our forces 
have OMtatd the Rappahannock, as published 
here. 

Fortress Monroe, Aug. 3. 

The Charleston Courier of tho 28th says 
there were about 27 vessels inside the bar yes- 
terday, including the Ironsides anl six Moni- 
tors; also 25 in Sione Inlet. 

St. Louis, August 5. 

Major Febiger, chief of pay department, 
district of Mississippi, has just received a 
tc h gram stating that the steamer Ruth, which 
left here for Vicksburg on Monday evening, 
was burned a few miles below Cairo last 
uifht. The boat and cargo were entirely con- 
sumed. 

Major Green w%lt, Paymaster, and three 
clcik?, were lost. Several other Paymasters, 
en route for Giant's army, escaped only with 
tl e clothes on their backs. 

Two millions and a half of government 
funds were consumed. It is thought many 
lives were lost, but the above are the only par- 
ticulars yet received.

MICHIGAN BOI.DIKnS IN THE HOSPITALS AT 
LOUiBVIM.E AND NF.W At BANY-UHPOBT 
Ol TUK .VlA'lli AeiKXT, LITHEii U. WII.- 
LAKD. 

Louisville, Ky., July 13. 
JJ-njamin Vernor, Esq.: 

Sin: The following statement shows that 
on the 7th of the present month there were 
114 Michigan sick soldiers in military hospi- 
tals at Louisville, Ky., and New Albany, Ind., 
181 of whom were, through the instrumen- 
tality of the undersigned, recently removed 
from Murfree*boro and Nashville to Louisville 
nnd New ARany, and would have been 
readily transferred to Detroit or some other 
point in Michigan, were the hospital accom- 
modations adequate to the wants of that num- 
ber of sick men. Howtver, our sick soldiers 
ate much more comfortable at Louisville 
and New Albany than they could possibly 
be at Murfreesboro and Nashville, where 
the ciimale, diet, &c, are against the 
rapid restoration of health. At LouLsvillu 
and oil points on the Ohio river the patients 
may be visited by their relatives and friends 
wilhout the slightest hindrance or difficulty 
nnd at small expense. Many of the Michigan 
disabled soldiers are entitled to discharge, and 
in most cases the surgeons have promised to 
issue the necessary certificates of disability, 
upon which is based a discharge from the 
United States service. While at Murfreesboro 
and Nashville many a sick soldier's heart was 
made to leap with joy wh-.a I presented him 
with bis discharge-papers for which I had la- 
tore-d hard — in many instances for several 
weeks. 

Full one-half ot the present inuates of the 
military hospitals have not been able to per- 
form duty eluring the past eight or twelve 
months, and why tbey have been retained in 
these hospitals that length of time is not 
within my comprehension, unless it is to 
make easy fat places for lazy men who de- 
sire money which they cannot obtain in any 
other way. Surgeons should remember that 
by retaining their pati.ntj so long in these 
Southern hospitals, tbey aie trifling with the 
lives of the be.»t and bravest young men of 
our ccuntry, the relatives and friends of 
whom are already becoming clamorous in 
their behalf. Many a brave soldier, within 
my knowledge, has been consigned to bis 
crave prematurely, whose life might have 
been preserved had he been furloughed or 
discharged during the earlier stages or his ill- 
ness. Homebody is responsible for this unne- 
cessary sacrifice of human life. Be careful, 
you, under whose control these helpless men 
are placed, that your bkirts are free from their 
blood. When it becomes evident that a pa- 
tient is and will be n* longer of service to the 
Government, c'ischarge him, aud allow him to 
be restored to his home and friends to recover 
or die. Do not retain him at the expe ise of 
his life, when you know your skill will not 
benefit him.

FATAL Al FUAY IN TAYLOlt COUNTY. 

Camibellsville, Ky., Aug. 2, 18C3. 

An unfortunate nnd horrible affair occurred 
on last Friday at Saloma in this county. I 
learn lhat an eld grudge had existed between 
Mr. P. Kelly and Tbos. Sbipp for a length of 
timo. They met at Saloma, and renewed the 
quarrel, which resulted in an affray in which 
Kelly was fatally injured, his scall being bad- 
ly fractured in two places by blows inflicted 
by a large stc ne in the •hands of Shipp. He 
wn6 horribly mangled, and cannot possbly re- 
cover, although at this writing h ■ is still alive. 
He was a peaceable and good citizen, and his 
untimely death will be deeply felt by the 
community. 

After SUM had inflicted fatal injuries on 
his antagonist, he attacked Mr. Liman Mor- 
ris, who, in turn, struck him a heavy blow on 
the heed with a stout cane. Shipp then left, 
and went down to Mr. Durham's tavern, and 
there attacked Thomas YouDg, who felled 
him to the ground by a blow with his fist, the 
fall fracturing his skull badly, irom the ef- 
effects of which he died next morning at four 
I o'clock. 

I never saw a sadder sight. There lay the 
slayer and the slain, both in the same room 
I together, and both in the agonies of death, 
who, two hours before, were in good health. 
1 Both leave families to mourn their loss. Both 
j were, as I understand, under the influence of 
liquor, and this sad affair furnishes another 
example of the pernicious effects of thi3 ene- 
my ot the human race. No blame is attached 
to Mr. Young, who acted alone in self- 
defence, awl who was ignorant at the time_ of 
the affray that had taken place between Kel- 
ly and Shipp :

Wobds of Warsi.no. — Yesterday we saw a 
letter from a gallant and highly intelligent 
Dfficer, a citizen of Louisville, who is now in 
Ihe Army of the Cumberland. We make the 
follow iDg extract: 

It is a great mistake to discontinue entirely 
the drills of the Louisville "Legion of De- 
fence," for you may rest assured that the rebel 
cavalry will visit Louisville a* soon as the 
corn is ripe enough to use, as I have frequent- 
ly said. Do, for Heaven's sake, urge this 
matter in every way in your power. I am no 
alarmist, but, when the rebels make any of- 
fensive movements with their c*valry, your 
city will be an object for attack. The Colon- 
els might have drills once a week, and the 
companies at least one night also, and, with 
these short lessons, a great dial might be doue 
and considerable "shoulder to shoulder'' feel- 
ing got up among the corps, which is invalua- 
ble in an emergency. Enthusiasm and energy 
cannot tupply it; it is attainable only by drill- 
ing- 
Warnings, direct and earnost warnings, like 
that given by this young officer, have been 
communicated to us from various sources — in 
two instances by rebel prisoners of rank who 
teemed to see no reason for concealment. 
Louisville has been for some time, and is now 
on especial object of rebel rapacity. Within 
the last four weeks, it has, in two or three in- 
stances, made narrow escapes. Our military 
authorities can judge what would have hap- 
pened, if, when our alarm-bells rang at mid- 
night a few weeks ago, a rebel force, even a 
small one, had dashed into our city. Hun- 
dreds of warnings for preparation had been 
given us, but no preparation hat} been made. 
We all had reason to thank God that the 
enemy did not know or suspect our weakness. 
Of course we are not so weak now, but cer- 
lainly we have not the strength we shouid 
have. When Morgan came lately into Ken- 
tucky, the acknowledged rebel plan was, 
that he, in conjunction with an invading force 
under Buckner, 6hould at once capture Louis- 
ville, but Buckner, most providentially for us, 
was held back by the energetic and success- 
ful advance of Gen. Rosecrans to Tullahoma. 
More recently, that is, only a few days ago, 
as we personally know from high rebel testi- 
mony, Col. Scott came into Kentucky at the 
head of a rebel force of about two thousand 
men in pursuance of a distinctly arranged plan 
that Gen. Wm. Preston should join him from 
Abington, Ya., at a designated point in this 
S'ate, and, that the combined forces should 
take possession of Louisville, but Preston 
was held back by stress of circumstances, and, 
as a consequence, Scott was soon driven out 
C our borders with heavy loss. But, we re- 
peat, the whole rebel soul is bent for the pos- 
session of Louisville as much as ever a bjw 
was bent tor the mark. Just as certainly as 
the war lasts, an attempt to invade Louisville 
with a formidable force will be made within 
the next two months. 

We agree therefore with the intelligent and 
gallant officer, whom we quoted at the begin- 
ning of these remarks, that it was a grave 
mistake to disband the Louisville Legion of 
Defence. The disbanding was done, we have 
good reason to say, not only against the gen- 
eral sentiment of our population but against 
the judgment and feeling of the members of 
the Legion themselves. Some of those mem- 
bers, no doubt, thought their drilling a little 
severe (and possibly it was rather severer than 
was absolutely necessary), yet all of them, or 
at least all of the loyal portion of them, were 
getting interested in it and pleased with it. A 
true military ardor, approximating to martial 
ambition, was rapidly growing up among 
them. There were six thousand of them, and, 
if they had kept up their drills daily to this 
time, or twice or even onco per week, they 
would now tc ".n effective force for the defence 
of the city, especially with the aid of the for- 
tifications that might and should ere this have 
been constructed. We all know what a vast 
advantage to our city, even in a business point 
of view, the organization recently disbanded 
would have been if it had been in existence 
and well drilled when a fear was excited 
«mong us that John Morgan and his men were 
approaching. The bandit chief, God forgive 
our authorities, could have come at any time 
and captured our city, and, but for his want 
of nerve, he wauld have done so. There was 
a general panic, and it lasted for some days. 
All branches of business were either utterly 
broken up or half paralyzed, and the 
losses from this cause alone were more 
than doubly enough to have paid all the ex- 
penses of organization, drill, and fortifications. 
Let us have these things now, and we shall 
be richly repaid for all our sacrifices. Then, 
if we be again threatened with an invasion, 
we shall feel secure in our own strength, if 
not in that of the Federal Government, and 
all branches of business will be regularly 
prosecuted as in seasons of the profoundest 
peace. Must we forego such important ad- 
vantages! 

No other city in the world so exposed to 
■danger as ours is so undefended as ours. The 
mote fearfully we are threatened, the more 
snpine our authorities and a portion of our 
people seem to be. This is one of the myste- 
ries of human nature that we are wholly un- 
able to fathom. The Federal government, for 
its own sake, should protect Louisville with 
the utmost care, even if it had no regard for 
the interests of the population, for, with Lou- 
isville in rebel possession, where would be the 
base of supplies for the army of the Cumber- 
land? And what would become of Kentucky, 
all-important as she is to the maintenance of 
the cause of the Union? 



CG?" We yesterday heard a rebel sympa- 
thizer expressing the greatest indignation at 
the idea of John Morgan and his men being 
set to work at Columbus. Indeed it may bo 
an excellent thing for them. It may be the 
msking of them. "An idle brain is the devil's 
workshop.'' 

Col. Woodruff and his companions who were 
so long kept as prisoners at Richmond could 
tell our rebel sympathizers something about 
work. They were kept at it and required to 
be as lively as eels in hot ashes. Most of the 
time they were employed in stemming tobac- 
co, with nothing to sleep on but boards bare 
of everything but filth, and nothing to eat 
except a scanty allowance of food that a Vir- 
ginia gentleman would scorn to give to his 
hunting-dogs. And many were the rebel 
sympathizers here, old associates of Col- 
onel Woodruff, that we heard laughing 
and giggling and cracking jokes at his 
having got to be a tobacco-stemmer. We 
hope that John Morgan will be employed as a 
tailor, Basil Duke a hatter, the next highest 
officer a bootmaker, the next a glover, and the 
next a stocking knitter, for we want to be fit- 
ted out by them with articles of wear from 
head to foot. And we insist that the articles 
shall be worth as much as the fine horse they 
lately stole from us at t'te mouthol Silt river. 

We have heard it complained of as an out- 
rage that Morgan and his men, on arriving at 
Cincinnati, were marched through the streets 
as if for exhibition. Perhaps the exhibition 
was intended for salutary purposes— like a 
public execution. The authorities may have 
intended to say by it to the numerous Cincin- 
nati sympathizers— just look at that and see 
what you may come to if you don't mend 
your ways. We hope though that the prison- 
ers in their march wtre not spit at and cursed 
by women as many Federal prisoners have 
been in rebel towns and cities. And we 
hope that they were not required, like Mor- 
gan's poor captives at Lebanon, to run on foot 
nine miles at an even pace with swift-moving 
cavalry, warned of the necessity of superhu- 
man exertion by occasionally seeing the brains 
of a fainter or a falterer knocked out by the 
butt of a musket. 



The history of the election of yesterday 
closes out all pretensions of the administra- 
tion party in thi3 State to a union with the 
Democracy of the North. We shall now be 
done with that absurdity. — Lou. Democrat. 

If there is an "administration party in this 
State'', the party has never had any "preten- 
sions'' to "a union with the Democracy of the 
North'; but, if our neighbor here refers to the 
Union party, the reference is simply calumni- 
ous.

Jig?" The course of Napoleon ia Mexico is 
attracting very general attention amongst the 
nations. It is not by any means a course dis- 
tinguished by good faith. The treaty of alli- 
ance against Mexico, between France, Great 
Britain, and Spain, says the Philadelphia 
Kvening Bulletin, was signed October 31st, 
1861. It declared that the object of the al- 
liance was to demand better protection for 
their subjects in Mexico, and a fulfilment of 
the obligations of that Republic toward them. 
< >ne article stipulated as follows: "That the 
high contracting parties engage not to seek 
lor themselves, in the employment of the co- 
ercive measures contemplated by the present 
Convention, any acquisition of territory or 
any special advantage, and not to exercise in 
the internal aff iirs of .Mexico any infl lence of 
a nature to prejudice the right of the Mexican 
nation to choose and to constitute freely the 
form of its government" 

It was upon such a basis that the j Mat ex- 
pedition sgainst Mexico was organized. Great 
Britain and Spain were sincere in signing the 
treaty. But France, or rather the Emperor 
Napoleon, was false. A convention was soon 
arranged for the settlemint of the claims 
against Mexico, which proved satisfactory to 
the English and Spanish plenipotentiaries; 
but the French rejected it, doubtless the in- 
structions of the Emperor being that no set- 
tlement should be made. The English and 
Spanish then withdrew from the alliance, and 
France was left to carry on the war by herself 
and according to hcrown plans. It was open- 
ly che.rgedthat the Emperor's object was to 
force upon Mexico a monarchy, with a Euro- 
pean princeat the headof it, and the Archduke 
Maximilian of Austria was named. Bat Napo- 
leon caused it to be distinctly and positively 
denied that he had any such intention, and 
declared that after having obtained the sat- 
isfaction he was seeking, he would allow 
the Mexicans to choose their own form of gov- 
ernment and their own rniers. This was re- 
corded after the alliance was dissolved, and 
the French were the sole invaders of Mexico. 
That the Emperor Napoleon should tell a 
falsehood of the most stupendous character is 
neither new nor surprising. It is by false- 
hoods, by making and breaking oaths and by 
violating treaties and promises, that he has 
risen to be the magnate that he is in the world. 
As a matter simply of policy, dishonesty has 
served him better than honesty would have 
done. If he had kept hi3 oaths and promi- 
ses, he might have still been President of a 
great and free Republic. But by cheating his 
people and the world generally, he has be- 
come the chief potentate of Christendom. It 
is not surprising, therefore, that he should 
continue to cheat. Least of all is it surprising 
when a distant and feeble nation is in his 
hands. On the 10th of July, the French au- 
thorities occupying the city of Mexico caused 
an empire to be proclaimed, the Austrian 
Archduke Maximilian to fill the throne. A 
Coancil of Notables is spoken of as having 
authorized the proclamation, but of course it 
is all French work. In case the Archduke 
declines the honor effere'd to bim, the Emper- 
or Napoleon is ' implored" to select some one 
in whom be has full confidence to occupy the 
thron e. 

Thus a neat programme, which was, doubt- 
less, fully arranged at Paris, has been carried 
out on the coup d'etat principle. It will be 
pretended that the Council of Notables is the 
proper representative body of the Mexican 
nation, and that the selection of an im- 
perial form of government was thus the 
act of the people. It will be pretended 
that the offer of the crown to Maximilian 
is sineere; but it is known that he has de- 
c'ared he will not accept it. Thus the 
Emperor Napoleon will have the opportunity 
of putting one of his own creatures on the 
throne, provided he is able to establish it. 
This last is a problem. Nothing less than a 
strong French army can maintain a foreign 
authority in Mexico. Civil wars and revolu- 
tions are normal conditions in that country, 
and the introduction of a European element 
into the chronic conflict is not likely to create 
peace or contentment. An empire was tried 
once, but after a brief period it came to an j 
end and the emperor lost h'13 head. What Eu- 
ropean prince will run the same risk? Or, if 
one can be found bold enough to venture, un- 
der French protection, how long will the 
French people be content to have a large 
French army maintained in Mexico? 

Spain, Prussia, Portugal, Holland, and oth- 
er continental powers, have lately been send- 
ing congratulations to Napoleon on the cap- 
ture of the City of Mexico. We do not hear 
that England has yet thus degraded herself. 
But those powers that so eagerly did homage 
to the Emperor have by the act committed 
themselves to an approval of his policy in 
Mexico. Will they not, however, be morti- 
fied to find that they have bean felicitating 
him upon the accomplishment of an a:t 
which can only be regarded as perfidious, in 
view of his past pledges? And what will be 
done at Washington about the business? We 
trust that the deep laid schemes of the Empe- 
ror, which look beyond Mexican territory, 
are well understood there, and that the meas- 
ures we are taking against the Rebellion at 
home maybe pushed still more vigorously; 
that they may, in fact, be regarded as meas- 
ures the success of which will put it in our 
power to offer some more emphatic opposition 
to French aggressions on this continent than 
a mere protest.

Thanksgiving and Praise — The following 
is from the Catholic Telegraph of this week, 
and was issfitd by the Rev. Archbishop Pur- 
cell upon President Lincoln's Proclamation of 
a Day of Thanksgiving. It breathes lofty pa- 
triotism and is imbued with the most Chris- 
tian sentiments. This is the designated day, 
and we can write nothing more appropriate 
than the admirable letter of the Arch- 
bishop to bis flock, in which he say3 the 
observance of Thanksgiving days, and 
of days cf fasting, humiliation, and prayer, 
recommended by the President of the United 
States and the Governor of Ohio, was left by 
the ecclesiastical authority of this Diocese in 
former years to the well known public spirit 
and piety of our Rev. clergy and thoir respect- 
ive congregations. Events, however, of recent 
occurrence seem to require that the sixth day 
of the present month should be observed with 
special devotion by all our people. We trust, 
therefore, that our churches will be thrown 
open and solemn religious services performed 
to thank the Lord of hosts that victory after 
victory has been granted to the justice of our 
cause and the valor and patience of our 
armies; that the devastating ravages of war 
have been repelled from our beloved State; 
that the obstructions to the free navigation of 
the glorious rivers which fertilize our terri- 
tory and bear on their besoms our rich com- 
merce to the ocean, have been removed; and 
that the resistance to the laws and the wicked 
and disgraceful riots which have elsewhere 
occurred, have found among us but few ac- 
complices. 

In raising our hearts and voices to God in 
gratitude for these blessings, we protest against 
the unjust imputation that we rejoice at the 
evils which have overwhelmed brethren who, 
by their own counsels and acts, became ene- 
mies. It is not, Heaver, a thousand limes for- 
bid, for the shed.! ing of their blood, the cap- 
ture of an hundred thousand of their soldiers, 
the stormiDg of their strongholds, the deso- 
lation of their oi ce flourishing plantations, 
and the crushing .f their industry, that wo 
rejoice; lutthat rebellion has been suppress- 
ed, treason discomfited, and suicidal overtures 
to foreign powers disappointed and ba'iled. 
It is for these results we lift our eyes and hands 
to Heaven. And we pray ia his words who 
was once the honored chief of our Hier- 
archy, the kinsman of one so long known as 
the lost surviving signer of the Declaration of 
Independence, the friend of Franklin and his 
colleague in the mission from our Government, 
to the Canadian people, that (this bad war 
once happily concluded) we may be restored 
to and for evermore "preserved in union;" 
and that, safe at once from foreign foe and do- 
mestic treason, we may continue to realize 
that glorious destiny which was so bountiful- 
ly shared with the oppressed and down-trod- 
den of Europe, and which exhibited our Con- 
stitution and laws as the wisest and best ever 
framed by man for his welfare and happiness 
in this temporal state. 

And we add to this prayer the expression 
not of a hope, but of a conviction, that the 
people of the United States and the Govern- 
ment at Washington will not impose hard 
conditions on the State or States of the South 
that may desire to return to the Union, but 
welcome them back with the magnanimity of 
a great Christian nation, forgiving and forget- 
ting the past, in the joy of a present and over- 
lasting reunion.

A Remarkable Man Killed.— We find the 
following in the Hartford (Ct.) Times of tho 
28th ult.: 

At Windsor Locks, last night, the midnight 
train north from this city ran over and killed. 
Samuel G.Jackson, "the basket-maker.'' The 
train passed over bis body, literally cutting 
him in two. He was on tbe track, going 
home with a load of groceries on his shoul- 
ders, and mii9t have laid down and gone to 
sleep. He was, we tbiuk, about seventy-eight 
years old. , . 

Jackson has lived, up to a recent period, in 
Hartlord, where he first came from a secluded 
life on the mountain in Farmington, about the 
jear 1827, and here be reared his family. 
Thousands knew h'm here. 

He lived for many years on the meadows, 
and was commonly known as "Jackson, the 
basket ranker." He was a man of extraor- 
dinary character 1 — of uncommon powers of 
mint! — and he was possessed of uncommon 
pbjsica! power, too. Above six feet iu height, 
he was broad-shouldered and muscular, and 
hus often lifted a barrel of whisky or of ci- 
der ns a common man would lift a fifty-six 
pound weight, holding it out by the chimes, 
at the distance of two feet from his body. 
Bronzed and very swarthy in complexion, his 
black hair, broad face, prominent cheek bones, 
and piercing black eyes altogether made up a 
countenance that once teeu was not easily 
forgotten. 

He came, we believe, from Spain. He al- 
ways said he was an Englishman. He was 
in the battles of Napier's Peninsular campaign, 
and was one of the now historical storming 
party in the battle of Cuidad Roderigo. He 
was also in the battle of Waterloo, under Wel- 
lington, and it was always said that he was 
in the battle of New Orleans. His body was 
scarred with bullet marks and sabre wounds. 
His accounts of the battles in Europe were 
more vivid and interesting than anything in 
books. He always had an attentive crowd of 
listeners whenever he would narrate his ex- 
periences, and no living in in surpassed, if any 
equalled, his wonderful power of narration. 

Although an unlettered man, his accounts 
always agreed in the main w ith the best his- 
torical records, and he had many details and 
incidents that might well form a part of the 
history of the battles of Spain and at Water- 
loo. His memory was indelible. He gave a 
better account of the storming party at Cui- 
dad than Charles Lever in his "Charley 
O'Miilley." He leaves a family in this city, 
among whom were two cf his sons who went 
to the war; oue was killed at Port Hudson. 
The other, Lieutenant Jackson.'.oCthe First 
Connecticut Artillery, has distinguished him- 
self for bravery in a number of late battles. 
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Greed of Gold. — Whea Napoleon, about 
1811, desired to build a palace for the King of 
Rome, near the Barrier de Fassy, the shop of 
a poor cobbler stood in the way. Simon, hav- 
ing learned what was going on, demanded 
twenty thousand francs for his tenement. The 
administrator hesitated a few days, aud then 
decided to give it; but Simon, goaded by the 
greed of gain, now a=ked forty thousand 
Irancs. The sum was more than two hun- 
dred times its value, and the demand wa3 
scouted. An attempt was made to change the 
frontage, but being found imp03-ible, they 
went again to the cobbler, who had raised his 
price to sixty thousand francs. He was offer- 
ed fifty thousand, but refused. The Emperor 
would not give a frauc more, and preferred to 
change his plans. The speculating son of St. 
Crispin then saw his mistake, and offered his 
property for fifty thousand francs, forty thou- 
sand, thirty thousand, coming down at last to 
ten thousand. The disaster of 1814 happened, 
end all thoughts for a palace for the King of 
Rome were abandoned. Some months after, 
Simon sold his shop for one hundred and titty 
francs, and in a few days after the sale was 
removed to an in6ame asylum. Disappointed 
avarice had driven him crazy.

In accordance with the provisions of the 
ordinance published herewith, sealed propo- 
sals will be rereived at the Mayors Offi - in 
this city until Thursday, August 20th, 1SU3, 
at 12 o'clock M., for the building nnd miaijre- 
merit of a Street Railroad on the following 
route, to wit: _ 

Beginning at the intersection of the south- 
ern line of Main street with Fourth street, 
thence south in Fourth street to Green street, 
thence east in Green street to First, thence 
south in First street to the southern limits of 
the city. 

Security in the sum of '.wenty-five thousand 
dollars ($25,000) will be required as prescribed 
in section 1 of the following ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE 
Prescribing the terms and conditions of street 
passenger railroads within the city of Lou- 
isville. 

Sec. 1. Be it ordained by the General Coun- 
cil of the City of Louisville, That any com- 
pany or individuals organized for the purpose 
of laying down rails for running street passen- 
ger cars, to be drawn by horses or mules 
through the streets of Louisville, shall bo 
guided, governed, and regulated by the fol- 
lowing conditions, and such restrictions as ths 
General Council may hereafter pass. 

Sec. 2. No company or individuals shall be 
permitted to lay down a track through any of 
the streets of said city without first having 
obtained the consent of the General Council, 
designating the company or individuals to 
whom the privilege is granted and the streets 
through which said line shall run. 

Sec. 3. Provided, That before said street 
railroad company or individuals sh»U com- 
mence to run their cars upon any street where 
it will injuriously affect or interfere with the 
business of any omnibus line or lines, they 
shall, at the option of the owner or owners of 
such omnibus line, purchase such omnibus 
iiae or lines, together with all property be- 
longing to and used in such omnibus business 
at a price to be agreed upon between said 
street railroad company or individuals and 
such omnibus line or lines, or if they cannot 
agree, then to be ascertained in the following 
manner: One disinterested person, acquainted 
with the value of said omnibus business and 
property, shall be chosen by the Stre3t Rail- 
road Com;:'ny or individuals, and one by 
such omnibus line, and the two person < so se- 
lected, if they cannot agree, shall choose a 
third, and the valuation set by these persons 
or any two of them, in writing, on such om- 
nibu:< business and property, shall be final and 
conclusive. 

Sec. 4. All tracks laid shall be of the gauge 
cf five feet and two inches, and of the most 
approved rail, and the same to be laid accsrd- 
iug to the direction of the General Council 
and City Engineer, and in such manner as to 
be no impediment to the ordinary me of the 
streets, with suitable bridges at all the gut- 
ters, so as to permit the flow of water under 
the same, and on such grades as are now or 
may be hereafter established by the General 
Council. 

Any company or individuals to whom any 
privilege shall be granted by the city, shall 
first enter into a good and sufficient bond in 
the penal sum of twenty -five thousand dol- 
lars with the city, said bond to be drawn by 
the City Attorney or the Assistant City At- 
torney, and to constitute a lien upon all the 
property and franchises of the company to 
bowlder between the rails, also to pave or 
bowlder (as the street may be) two feet on the 
outside ot each rail so as to correspond with 
the street outside, to keep the same in good 
repair to the satisfaction of the General Coun- 
cil, and also that no motive power, except 
horses and mules, shall be used upon any road, 
and that no road shall be used in any way for 
the transportation of freight, but expressly for 
city passenger cars. And if any company or 
individual to whom any privilege shall be 
granted shall fail to keep so much of such 
street or streets, as above specified, in good 
and sufficient repair or shall refuse to pay into 
the city treasury the amount of the tax, or 
license fixed by the Council for the privilege 
of using the street as required by this section, 
the General Council shall have the right to 
prevent the use of said street or streets by 
removing the rails therefrom. 
£Sec. 5. And upon the further condition that 
any company or individual to whom any priv- 
ilege may be granted shall place and contin- 
ue upon said roads good cars, with all mo lern 
improvements for the comfort and convenience 
of passengers, and that they run passenger 
cars thereon as often as the public convenience 
may require, and under such directions as the 
General Council may from time to time pre- 
scribe. N 

Sec. 6. And provided, also, that any com- 
pany or individual to whom such privilege 
may be granted shall in all respects comply 
with the directions of the General Council in 
building said roads, and in the running of cars 
thereon, and in any other matters connected 
with the regulation of the same, and provided 
also, that any company or individual shall, 
before the permission takes effect, enter into 
a bond w ith mortgage as hereinbefore provi- 
ded, to be drawn by the City Attorney, or 
Assistant City Attorney, and approved by the 
General Council, binding themselves and their 
successors to abide by and perform the stipu- 
lations and provisions herein contained, and 
also tu b other resolutions or ordinances as 
tuny be passed by the General Council regu- 
lating the running upon said roads. 

Sec 7. Provided, that the City Auditor 
shall, when instructed by the City Council, 
advertise for ten days in the official papers of 
this city, stating the routes which have been 
designated by the Council for street railroad?, 
and ask for sealed proposals under this ordi- 
nance, to construct the same, and the compa- 
ny or individual that will pay the highest 
amount of license per car per annum and the 
highest amount (breach passenger cirried, and 
also bid for the lowtst price of commutation 
tickets, in-packages of not less than twenty- 
five, shall be considered the successful bidder, 
provided, however, the General Council shall 
be thejudges of the bids. 

Sec. 8. And, provided any such company or 
individual shall not charge more than five 
cents for each passenger on any such roads. 

Sec. 9. And provided further, that they 
shall file with the City Auditor a statement, 
under oatb, of the cost of each mile or frac- 
tion of a mile of road completed, and also a 
monthly statement of the gross receipts, and 
shall exhibit the books and vouchers belong- 
ing to said company or individual to a com- 
mittee of the General Council, or to any per- 
son or persons the Council may appoint to 
examine such books and accounts, at any time. 
But no company or individual, to whom any 
privilege may be granted, shall assign or trans- 
fer their franchise iu Said road or roads with- 
out first obtaining the consent of the General 
Council thereto. 

Sec. 10. And provided fjrther, that the city 
of Louisville shall not be held liable to anv 
company or individual for any damage any 
company or individual may incur from the 
breakage of any sewer or water pipe, or from 
any delay in the transportation of passengers 
that may be caused by the laying of sewers, 
water or gas pipes, or the necessary repairing 
of the same, or from any other delays or dam" 
ages that may be caused by fire or otherwise; 
but any such company or individual shall be 
liable for any loss or any injury that any 
person may sustain by reason of any careless- 
ness, neglect, or misconduct of their agents or 
servants in the management, construction, or 
use of said track or roads; and any such com- 
pany or individual shall indemnify and hold 
the city harmless from any damage that may 
be claimed by property holders or by any per- 
son or persons on account of the laying of said 
track, or in the use or by reason thereof, or 
by lunning the cars thereon. 

Sec. 11. And provided any company or in- 
dividual to whom privilege may be granted 
as aforesaid shall, within ten days alter the 
passage of a resolution granting such orivi- 
Irge, come forward and sign the proper con- 
tract, agreeing to abide by these stipulations 
and other ordinances that may be passed here- 
after by the General Council reeulating 3uch 
roads, and agreeing further to commence said 
roads within sixty days thereafter, and com- 
plete the same within twelve months. 

Sec. 12. The President and Secretary of each 
and every such company or of individuals 
shall, on the first day of January iu each and 
every year during the continuance of the con- 
tract, furnish to the General Council a full and 
complete list of the stockholders thereof; and 
such statement shall be verified by the oath of 
said President and Secretary, to be adminis- 
tered by a Notary Public ot the county of 
Jefferson, and attested by his seal, or by any 
person authorized to administer oaths. 

Sec. 13. The City Council shall at any fu- 
ture time have the power, when the public 
good demands, to grant a second or third com 



far as used by different companies or individ- 
uals, shall be f qually borne by all those that 
use them, but the Council shall not have the 
right to grant a permit to run upon any route 
already disposed of for a greater distance than 
one-tenth of the whole route. 

Sec. 14. And be it further ordained, That the 
following specifications regulating the run- 
ning of street railroads in Louisville be re- 
quired of each and every company or individ- 
uals taking out license under the provisions of 
this ordinance, viz: 

1st. No car shall be drawn at a greater speed 
lean six miles an hour. 

2d. While the cars are turning the corners 
from one street to another the hor3es or mules 
shall not be driven faster than a walk. 

3d. Cars driven in the same direction shall 
not approach each other within a distance of 
three hundred fee', except in case of accident 
or when it may be necessary to connec* two 
cars tope tper. or at stations. 

4th. No car shall be allowed to stop on a 
cross-walk, nor in front of any intersecting 
street, except to avoid collision or to prevent 
danger to persons in the street. 

5th. When the conductor of any car is re- 



uircd to s!op at the intersection of streets to 
iece:ve or leave passenger?, the cars shall be 
stopped so as to leave the rear platform slight- 
ly over the crossing. 

6th. The conductors and drivers of each car 
shall keep a vipHant watch for all team?, car- 
riages, rersons on foot, and especially children, 
either on the track or moving toward it, and 
en the fiist appearance of danger to such 
teams or persons or other obstructions, thee .ir 
shall be stopped in the shortest time and space 
possible. „ , .. 

7th. The conductor shall not allow ladies 
and children to enter or leave the cars while 
in motion. , 

8th. Conductors shall announce to the pas- 
sengers the names of the streets or the place 
wherever the cars cross in connection with 
any other railroad track. 

9th. the cars after sunset shall be provided 
with signal lights. 

10th. No cars shall remain standing at the 
central or principal depot more than fire min- 
utes, excepting at the ferry landing, and the 
cars shall run M often as the puplic good de- 
mands, or the General Council may from tirns 
to time direct. 

11th. The cars shall be ontitlei to the track, 
and any vehicle upon the track of said com- 
pany shall turn cut when any car comes up, 
so as to leave the track unobstructed; and the 
drivers of any vehicle refusing to do so, when 
requested by" the driver of any car, shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding five dollars 
on conviction before the City Court of Louis- 
ville, and costs of prosecuiion, and all fines 
collected under this section shall be paid into 
the City Treasury to be appropriated to tho 
School Fund. 

12. Provided, That if any person or persons 
shall have cause to remove any large iron sate 
or other large ar.d heavy substance, they shall 
be allowed a sufficient time to load and un- 
load the same without being liable to tho pen- 
ally attached by this section. 

Sec. 15. This ordinance shall continue and 
be in force from and after its passage. All 
contracts made under the provisions of this 
ordidance shall be for the term and period of 
twentv years.
